To Your Good Health 
Diabetes Has Strong 
Hereditary Tendency

Dear Dr. Molner: Our five-year- 


old son has diabetes, but we can'l 
find a trace of it in my husband's 
family or mine. 
I 
underst a n d 


that diabetes is 
hereditary. Can 
you explain this?

. The hereditary 
tendency in dia- 
betes is gener- 
ally so strong as 


• to b.e unmistak- 
able. 
However,

it isn't unusual to find cases that 
you are unable to trace to her- 
edity. 


One explanation is that there 


may be carriers of this trait in 
the family, and they pass it along 
without actually having diabetes 
themselves, or without it being 
apparent. 


In some instances, a child may 


have diabetes before a case devel- 
ops in one of the parents or some 
other adult relative. The trait is 
there — but the time when dia- 
betes becomes detectable 
may 


vary considerably. 


Infected Tonsils 


Dear Dr. Molner: My teenage 


daughter's tonsils are bad. She 
also is bothered with her ears. 
Could the 
tonsils cause 
this? 


Should bad tonsils be taken out? 
I feel they were put there for a 
reason and I hate to have them 
removed.—MRS. H. J. 


Ear trouble is one of the prime 


reasons for removing" enlarged 
and infected 
tonsils. Impaired 


hearing is a serious hondicap—- 
and if it is -being caused by bad 
tonsils, it can be avoided by re- 
moving them. 


Yes, tonsils were put there for 


a reason. Removal should be for a 
reason, too. But there are many 
instances in which the need for re- 
moval outweighs the original pur- 
pose of an organ. Take for exam- 
ple, an inflamed appendix, a dis- 
eased gallbladder, an abcessed 
tooth, and a toe with gangrene. 


Dear Dr. Molner: If a woman 


has had two children with spina 
bifida and they did not live, is 
it possible that a third child will 
be born with the same defect? 
Can spina bifida be detected early 
in pregnancy?—MRS. J. H. 


Spina bifida is one of the "birth 


defects" for which the cause has 
not been found. 
Physiologically, 


one of the bones of the spine does 
not completely unite, especially 
in the lower b'ack. 


May Be Afflicted 


It is unusual for a mother to 


have two such children, but since 
little is known about the prob- 
lem, I can only say that a third 
child might be so afflicted. It 
would be very strange for this to 
happen, but I have no evidence 
on which to say it couldn't. 


There is no way to foretell spina 


bifida, in pregnancy either early 
or late. Indeed, after the child 
is born there is often no visible 
sign except sometimes a small 
"dimple" in the extreme lower 
back, and X-rays may be neces- 
sary before a diagnosis can be 
made with certainty. 


Spina bifida is not very com- 


mon, 
and despite the very sad 


experience in today's letter above, 
it is by no means always fatal.

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Tax Troubles Everywhere 


"One of the hazards of the kind of tax 


debate in which Wisconsin has been em- 
broiled during the last year or two is the 
tendency for some of us to assume that 
there is something original, or unique, or 
peculiarly local in our fiscal dilemma. 


Actually the struggle about tax revision, 


covering increasingly painful state and lo- 
cal budget deficits, and broadening the tax 
base to accommodate the tax liability to the 
increasing costs of the public consumption 
sector — as the professional economists 
nowadays call governmental service — is 
virtually a universal one in the state cap- 
itals of the country. In almost all the 
states there also has been a recognition 
that inequities and inefficiencies in the 
public revenue machinery can best be 
remedied under the guise of "tax revision" 
when the pressure for new tax money is at 
its peak. 


Although such progress as we have 


made in Wisconsin thus far has been ac- 
companied by a considerable antagonism 
between the political parties, that is not 
unique either. Neighboring Michigan just 
now, for example, is enduring another of 
the bitterly partisan tugs of war on tax 
policy that has afflicted it in the past and 
may very well figure in the gubernatorial 


contest between Mr. Romney, the new Re- 
publican hopeful there, and Gov. Swainson. 


There is developing a public attitude in 


favor of the income tax in' Michigan, ac- 
cording to the positions of the gubernator- 
ial contenders. Wisconsin has had an in- 
come tax for 51 years. But the Michigan 
sentiment doesn't seem likely to jell into 
any steeply progressive rate of income tax- 
ation such as Wisconsin has had. In Michi- 
gan, they are talking about a "flat rate" in- 
come tax, which is something altogether 
different. 


There is much that is suggestive for our 


own tax deliberations, moreover, in the ap- 
parent agreement of Mr. Romney and the 
Democratic governor he proposes to un- 
horse about the need for adapting the 
state tax structure to business attraction, 
development and expansion. 
We doubt 


that Mr. Swainson's credentials as a liberal 
politician will be easily challenged. 
The 


fact that he has chosen to keynote a re- 
election campaign on a program of state 
tax relief for business must stand as one of 
the landmarks of politics in the Middlewest 
in modern times. It can be a useful foot- 
note also for the Wisconsin politicians who 
recently have begun to write tax laws with 
a recognition that a state's financial poli- 
cies have a tangible relation to its indus- 
' trial prosperity. 


The Reds Have No Pride 


Red East Germany has set up a sort of 


"CARE package" gift service which en- 
ables the comparatively wealthy West 
Germans to share their prosperity with 
relatives in East Germany. To do this, 
however, they must share their wealth 
with the East German treasury. 


The gift service is known as "Geschenk- 


dienst und Kleinexport GMBH" (GENEX)> 
It has its headquarters in East Beiiin but 
it operates through a Copenhagen affiliate 
known as Jauerfood to which the cash and 
orders from West Germany may be direct- 
ed. Jauerfood issues a catalog 'of items 
available to East Germans through GENEX 
upon payment in Western currencies. The 
articles listed in the catalog are from East 
German supply and are generally those 
items not available in retail trade. The 
catalog includes everything from coffee 
and condensed milk to sewing thread and 
-hair curlers. Prices for persons sending 
CARE packages are considerably less than 
those charged the East Germans if they 
should buy the articles on the market but 
are well above the prices of the same items 
in West Germany. 


Luxury foods and goods in short supply 


are deliberately priced-out of the market 
for most East Germans as a rationing de- 
vice. For example, 16 ounces of coffee 
through GENEX costs $2.35 which is dou- 
ble even the tax inflated price in West 
Germany. GENEX sets a price of $1,500 
on a small automobile which is cheap' in 
comparison with prices charged in the 


market in East Germany. East Germans 
pay 15,000 marks or about 33,000 in terms 
of East German purchasing power for this 
car. Television sets are sold only with a 
special antenna for high fidelity reception. 
This item costs 535 extra but it prevents 
reception of West German TV transmis- 
sions. 


The whole GENEX business has been 


described as a plot to employ impoverished 
East German population as hostages in a 
plan to extort money from West Germans. 
Virtually no goods are imported to fill the 
GENEX orders. Thus the West Germans 
are paying for goods that otherwise would 
be withheld from the East Germans while 
priced beyond their reach. West German 
authorities denounce GENEX as a device 
to conduct foreign trade on the basis of 
the economic misery of its own population. 


In order to build up this business, 


which brings West German money into 
East Germany, two laws have been adopted 
to tighten the restrictions on the sending 
of gift parcels to East Germany. Further, 
they have laws preventing East Germans 
from having money, on deposit in West 
German banks or having money deposited 
to their account by West Germans. 


The deal is one calling for charity by 


the West Germans but that charity is used 
by the Red rulers of East Germany as a de- 
vice to promote the sale of the articles, 
which they produce, to West Germans 
without being required to send the articles 
abroad.

Campaigning in Congress 


Administration and opposition forces in 


Congress have two targets in rnind as they 
slowly plow through the session's Business: 
The nation's best interest as they judge 
it, and the Congressional elections next 
fall. The fact these two goals do not always 
dictate the same approaches may account 
for the slow progress of the session. 


There is a feeling that the Kennedy 


administration 
has outmaneuvered 
the 


Republican opposition to date. Ever since 
the session opened in January the White 
House has bombarded Capitol Hill with a 
continuous series of new legislative pro- 
posals. 


President Kennedy's State of the Union 


message asked for 20 specific pieces of 
legislation. His annual budget message 
called for spending $92.5 billions, and in 
his economic message he asked for standby" 
authority to cut taxes and inaugurate fed- 
eral public works spending in case of re- 
cession. 


After these three traditional messages 


were delivered, he sent separate documents 
to Congress' asking for powers to cut tar- 
iffs, for an urban affairs department in the 
cabinet, for the U. S. to purchase S100 
million of U.N. bonds, for a new farm pro- 
gram, for a $193 million expansion of fed- 
eral welfare programs, for a national space 
communications corporation, for a pro- 
gram of public fallout shelters, for an anti- 
recession program, for health insurance 
for the aged, for a billion dollar national 
conservation program, for a $4.9 billion 


foreign aid program, and for unprecedent- 
ed new authority to protect the nation's 
consumers. 


Under this barrage, the Republican 


minority has been able to do little more 
than try to keep its fences mended with 
conservative Southern Democrats to block 
administration measures unacceptable to 
both groups. Republicans have not come 
up with any legislative program of their 
own on which to campaign this fall. Many 
in the rank and file of the G.O.P. are 
anxiously awaiting one. 


Many of the Kennedy proposals sent to 


Congress are spelled out only in general 
terms or are far from being in final form 
to be approved or rejected by Congress. 
The administration has shown a tendency 
to compromise with the opposition on 
many details of such programs in order to 
achieve legislative victories for the record. 


The administration has the potential of 


going into the fall campaign with the claim 
of having asked Congress for legislation 
which would affect, in one way or another, 
almost every category of voters. And it 
will be able to claim victory through legis- 
lation adopted or blame the opposition for 
blocking action. 


The Republicans cannot make signifi- 


cant inroads into the Democratic control 
of Congress merely by opposing the Presi- 
dent's broad domestic program. They will 
need to tell the voters what their own pro- 
gram would be if they had control of 
Congress.

People's Forum 
Disposal of Paper in Burner 
Reduces Fire Danger in Homes 


Editor, Post-Crescent: 


In our modern society the 


problems of waste disposal are 
becoming more and more com- 
mon, and their solution, with 
respect to both air and water 
pollution, is often quite complex. 


In the last week or so you have 


published two letters complain- 
ing about air pollution by trash 
burners, with the possible im- 
plication that an ordinance be 
passed prohibiting this practice. 
•There is certainly much to be 
said in favor of preventing un- 
due air pollution, but it is sug- 
gested that your correspondents 
have a tendency to overstate 
their case. For example, if their 
neighbors are burning materials 
other than waste paper I would 
certainly agree with them. Un- 
der no circumstances should 
garbage, vacuum cleaner resi- 
due or similar materials 
be 


burned in this manner. How- 
ever, I would like to present the 
case for disposing of waste 
papers by trash burners. 


A statement by the American 


Paper and Pulp Association has 
indicated that in 1961 the per 
capita annual consumption of 
paper and paper products in the 
United States was around 465 
pounds. In a community as pros- 
perous and as paper-conscious 
as the Fox Cities the annual 
consumption would probably be 
in 
the 
neighborhood of 
475 


pounds. Assuming the population 
of Appleton to be 45,000, this 
means that we bring 21,375,000 
pounds of paper, in one form 
or another, into our homes each 
year. Of these, it can be as- 
sumed that about two-thirds are 
in the form of newspapers and 
magazines, which are not burn- 
ed, but are bundled and placed 
at the curb for monthly collec^ 
tion by the Department of Sani- 
tation. 


This leaves roughly 7,125,000 


pounds annually, or about 600,- 
000 pounds per month, of resi- 
due waste paper available for 
disposal. This includes waxed 
frozen food cartons, waxed but- 
ter cartons, waxed milk con- 
tainers, bread wrap, facial tis- 
sues and other types of highly 
inflammable material. 
What 


should we do with this stuff? If 
we do not burn it, the inference 
is drawn that it should be picked 
up by the Sanitation Department, 
as are the papers and maga- 


zines. How often should this resi- 
due waste paper be collected? 
Once a month? What would the 
Fire Chief say if he knew that 
every month 600,000 pounds of 
highly inflammable material was 
collecting in Appleton's base- 
ments and-or garages? 


To bring fire hazard to a mini- 


mum, 
this 
type of material 


should not be allowed to ac- 
cumulate at all. This implies 
daily collection by the city, or 
daily incineration by the indi- 
vidual resident. The 
average 


home owner can't bale it and 
sell it. Of the two methods of 
disposal there can be no choice 
as far as cost to the taxpayer 
is concerned. 


It may be of interest to note 


that if a mass of this type of 
waste paper is ignited at the 
top, and the flame allowed to 
burn downward, the flame will 
then burn the carbon particles 
in the smoke, and the resulting 
air pollution will consist only of 
a limited amount of heat.
